Strike Has Been Declared Off 
in Fields Aiong the Norfolk 
and Western,

WORK WILL BE RESUMED 
NEXT MONDAY. MORKING 


;Strikers Demanded That Operators 
Take Back the Old Men and This 
\ Was Agreed To-—Strike Is . 
Still on in the Anthra- 
cite Region. 


Huntington, W. Va., September 4.—It Is 


now believed the coal strike in West Vir-. 


ginia is practically at an end. At a 
mass meeting of miners from all the coal 
fields along the Norfolk and Western rail- 
road here today it was almost unanil- 
mously agreed to end the strike pro- 
vided the operators would take back all 
the old miners, and they have signified 
their intention of doing this. “he miners 
have agreed to return to work yext Mon- 
day morning. 

It is reported that President Mitchell, 
of the United Mine Workers, advised the 
strikers to return to work, as he realized 
that winter was near at hand and the 
miners in this field could not hold out 
much longer, as almost every one was 
dependent upon the union for food and 
clothing. It is thought the strikers in the 
New river and Kanawna fields will soon 
follow the action of the strikers on the 
Norfolk and Western. The Pocahontas 
mine continues to burn, but the operators 
think that they will soon have it under 
contfol. No violence was reported from 
any quarter of the Norfolk and Western 
fleld today. 

Men Ordered to Work. 

Roanoke, Va., September 4.—A telegram 
was received here this afternoon from 
Vice President and General Manager lL. 
FE. Johnson, of the Norfolk and Western 
Railway Company, stating that at a meet- 
ing of the United Mine Workers, held 
at Keystone, W. Va., today, the strike 
of the coal miners, which has existed fn 
the Pocahontas and ot®r bituminous 
coal fields of the Virginias since the 6th of 
Jast June, was declared off, and that all 
the men were ordered to return to work 
on next Monday. The Norfolk and West- 
ern Officials here have not yet been ad- 
vised as to how the strike was settled, 
or what concessions, if any, were grant- 
ed by either side. 

Tne fire which has been raging fn the 
Baby mine at Pocahontas since Monday 
night is still burning today. 

General Manager Johnson, of the Nor- 
folk and Western, was reached tonight 
by telephone and asked by a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press what the 
basis of the settlement of the strike was, 
and replied that there was no agreement 
at all, the mine workers simply declaring 
the strike off and ordering the men to 
return to work on next Monday. Tnere 
was no conference with the mine opera- 
tors or others interested in the strike. 

Men Eager To Work. 

Bluefield, W. V.a., September 4.—In con- 
vention today the miners decided to end 
the strike in the Fiat Top region, and 
the men were ordered to return to work 
Monday morning. Strike Leaders Fair- 
ley, Nugent and Davis, of this district, 
were present and before the convention 
had a long conference with Adjutant 
General Baker. of West Virginia, and 
Mr. Walton, the governor's representa- 
tive, both of whom were in the field 
matching the situation. Steps were 
taken at the conclusion of the meeting 
to notify the different camps of strik- 
ing miners of its action, and in the 
greater number of cases its decision was 
greeted with appleuse, the majority of 
the men being anxious to resume work 
after an all summer's rest. While new 
labor has beew brought into the field by 
car loads for some time past, the opera- 
tore are short of men and will reemploy 


the strikers. 
An Appeal to Stone. 

Harrisburg, Pa., September 4.—Gov- 
ernor Stone was waited upon by a com- 
mittee from the state executive board of 
’ railroad employees of Pennsylvania this 
afternoon and requested to take imme- 
diate steps to bring about a settlement 
of the strike in the anthracite coal re- 
gions, and, if necessary, call an extra 
session of the legislature for the enact- 
ment of a compulsory arbitration law. 
The committee said the board was pre- 
paring a bill which its members believed 
would end the strike and prevent strikes 
in the future if it should become 4 law. 
Governor. Stone replied that if, by call- 


nme a speciah, session of the legislature, a 
law could be passed that would be consti- 


tutional and would settle this strike and 
prevent others, he would not hesitate to 
call a special session. 

Governor Stone also said he regarded 
the strike as of sufficient public interest 
to justify an extra session of the legis- 
lature if it would solve the difficulty, 
but he would not call a special session 
in the interest of speculation or for po- 
litical effect if no satisfactory law could 
be passed or good come out of it. 

Business Men Gloomy. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 4.—Presi- 
dent Baer’s declaration that the miners’ 
strike cannot be settled except on the 
terms heretofore stated by the coal com- 
panies has cast a gloom over the entire 
strike region. The business interests 
were very hopeful that the meeting be- 
tween the president of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Company and Senators 
Quay and Penrose would result in a 
peaceful settlement of the conflict, but 
today a feeling of depression exists 
every where. . 

At strike headquarters President Mitch- 
ell discussed Mr. Baer’s statement with 
some of his lieutenants, but he declined 
to say anything for publication. He

SHELLS RAINED 
ON FORT WRIGHT 


Attack Made by the Hostile Fleet 
Last Night 


Fisher’s Island, N. Y., September 4.“At 
10:05 o’clock a general alarm rang out 
over Fort Wright and all] the troops were 
called to arms. At that hour searchlight 
No. 5 picked up the cruiser Brooklyn as 
she was speeding to the westward towand 
The Race. At first it was supposed that 
the cruiser was on her way to New York 
for repairs, but she came so close to the 
island that a warning shot was fired, and 
to the surprise of the officers she replied 
vigorously. This action leads to the be- 
lief that the reported accident to the 
Brooklyn has been exaggerated by the 
navy officials for the purpose of throwing 


the defenders of the fort off their guard. 

The firing had been on but a few mo- 
ments when the Olympia was sighted 
closely following the Brooklyn, and she, 
too, opened up with every available gun 
on the forts. After these two vessels 
passed through The Race three battle 
ships were picked up by the searchlights. 

The battle ships were soon recognized 
as the Kearsarge, Massachusetts and Ala- 
bama, and they were proceeding toward 
The Race in the order named. As they 
passed the forts they opened fire. Every 
gun at Fort Wright was now biazing 
away and Fort Terry and Fort Michie 
were also making a valiant attempt tc 
put the ships out of business. The range 
was, at least, 1,000 yards. . 

The dense smoke, both from the guns 
of the battle ships and the forts, now en- 
veloped the former. The ships soon took 
advantage of this and scudded away 
through The Hace. 


MacArthur’s Report. 

New swzondon, September 4.—At noon 
Major General MacArthur sent the fol- 
lowing daily report: 

“Adjutant General, Washington, D. C.: 
Fort Rodman was attacked at 8 a, m. yes- 
terday by Brooklyn, Olympia, Puritan, 
Maytfiower, Montgomery and Aileen. Fire 
commander claims all ships, except Puri- 
tan, put out of action. Landing party 
attempted and repulsed. Said ships re- 
mained in vicinity of Fort Rodman all 
day. Battie sfitps returned to Block Is- 
land after attack on forts, where they re- 
mained until] early this morning, when 
they were reported off Narragansett Pier, 
about 4 miles out at sea. ‘Ihree of the 
enemy’s fleet bombarded Montauk Point 
and landed marines about 9 o'clock this 
morning to capture signa! station there. 
All movements of enemy's ships reported 
and his movements covered during past 
twenty-four hours.

OLD SIXKILLER 
BREATHES LAST 


Passing of the Most Pictur- 
~ esque Manslayer in the 
Southwest. 


HE ESCHEWED TOMAHAWK 
AND KILLED WITH FISTS 


By the Use of Nature’s Weapons He 
Disposed of Six of His Foes. 
His Fists Were Declared 
‘“‘Deadly Weapons” in 
the Territory. 


Vinita, Ind. T., September 4.—(Specia!.) 
Word has been received here of the death 
of Sixkiller, the aged ex-chief of the 
Cherokees, at his home in the Spavinaw 
hills. His death witnesses 'the passing of 
one of the most picturesque figures of the 
southwest. He had the distinction of be- 
ing the only person whose arms were ever 
declared to be deadly weapons, 
they having been so declared by the 
Cherokee tribal council. While winning 
this distinction he incidentally acquired 


his suggestive name. 

The mere killing of six men was not 
considered an unusual achievement in the 
earlier days of the Indian Territory, yet 
the modus operandi employed by Six- 
killer made him an aboriginal anomaly. 
He eschewed the use of tomahawk and 
scalping knife and settled all his tribal 


difficulties with his fists. 

Of Herculean physique, he was famed 
for his strength and endurance in the 
tribal sports and in the chase and when 
a young brave was known as We-a-lit-ka 


(running wolf). 

It was during a government payment 
that We-a-lit-ka performed his initial 
stunt which led to his losing the syNables 
of his euphonious title and started him on 
the road to a sub-chieftancy of the tribe. 
In a dispute with a fellow brave over 4 
debt angry words were passed and his 
opponent’s hand slipped to his knife. It 
touched the hilt when a huge red fist shot 
out and landed flush on his jaw. There 
was a snap as his head flew back and 
the count of a referee was not needed. 
After the medicine man had failed to re- 
pair the broke ertebrae the sod of the 
prairie was turned to receive the inant- 
mate body. That blow made We-a-lit-ka 
famous and incidentally brought mourn- 
ing to several tepees. The dead brave had 
family and friends who did not approve 
of his unromantic demise. Their moc- 
cassins pattered angrily around the te- 
pee of the pugilistic brave. 

One night he encountered one of these 
prowlers and after knocking him down 
deliberately pounded him to death. In 
rapiq succession four others met a similar 
fate, when the tribal council was con- 
vened to consider the threatened depopu- 
lation of the tribe. It was proven thgt at 
no time had the fighting brave been the 
aggressor and as a consequence he was 
exempt from punnishment under the In- 
dian law. An astute old brave suggested 
that the mighty arms of the fistic terror 
be declared ‘‘deadly weapons,” which, 
under the tribal laws, cannot be used on 
a member of the tribe except in defense 
of life. 

The council accepted the suggestion as 
a happy solution of the vexing question 
and written in the Cherokee language in 
the code .of tribal laws at Tahlequah is 
found their solemn declaration. Shortly 
after We-a-lit-ka was christened Sixkiller 
by one of the intermarried whites and

Boston, Mass., September 4.—James M. 
Rogers, the colored man wanted in North 
Carolina on a charge of setting fire to a

of any court in this state. After Judg2 
Hammond, of the supreme court, had de- 
nied a petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, having for its object the release of 
the prisoner, an officer from North Caro- 
lina hustled the negro out of the state. 
While the prisoner was being taken away 
his lawyer was applying to the federal 
court for a writ of habeas corpus. 
Lynched for Assault. 
Hempstead, Tex., September 4.—Jesse 
Walker, colored, was’ taken from the 
county jail tonight by a crowd of several 
hundred citizens and hanged to a tele- 
phone pole. The crime for which Walker 
was lynched was @ criminal assault upon 
a white woman. Walker was arrested 
Monday evening and his victim positively 
identified htm..

ACCIDENT TO THE BROOKLYN. 


Report Is Received from Rear Ad- 
miral Coghlan. 
Washington, September 4.—Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy Darling has recetved 
the following telegraphic report from 
Rear Admiral J. B. Coghlan, second in 
command on ‘the north Atlantic station.

crease Of 594,160 under that of 1898-99. He

Mr. Hester says, shows that while the 
crop was in excess of last year by 297,- 
258 bales, the money value thereof was 
$56,552,862 less. 

He says when it is considered that the 
combined values of the past three crops 
resulted in-the payment to the farmers, 
common carriers, merchants and other 
handlers of nearly $1,300,000,000, their im- 
portance as the great factor in the pros- 
perity of the south may be fully appre- 
ciated, 

He puts the total spindles in the south 
at 7,512,982, an increase over last year of 
981,088. These include 996,853 In new mills 
not yet completed. The net gain in the 
number of southern mills over last year 
has been 28, making the total now 716.

“EASY BOSS” TOM PLATT . 


WILL FIGHT: ROOSEVELT 


President’s Attack on the Trusts Has Maddened ‘the 


New York Senator-=There Is Joy. in the 
Democratic Camp. 


Washington, September 4.—(Special.)— 
Senator Tom Platt's emphatic declara- 
tion that the New York republican con- 
vention wil] not indorse President Roose- 
velt for renomination is causing a great 
deal of comment here. 

It has carried joy into the camp of 
the democratic congressiona! campaign 
committee. fon it is equivalent to a déc- 
laration that the leaders of the republi- 
ean party are not with President Roose- 
velt on the trust question, and that they 
are ready to throw him overboard rather 
than allow any harm to come to the 
trusts. It gives another proof of the con- 
tention of the democratic leaders that 
the republican party as a whole is in 
league-with the trusts, and that its poli- 
cies are dictated and its leaders chosen 
by Wall street, 

Senator Platt’s declaration, when it is 
followed up and made good by the con- 
vention, which he will rule with a rod 
of iron, will go far toward still more 
clearly marking the line between the 
Roosevelt republicans and the anti- 
Roosevelt republicans. The fight over 
Cuban reciprocify brought about the 
first clear division in the party on these 
lines, and now. the trust issue bids fair 
to widen the breach past all pessibility 
of healing. 

There is no doubt that the. president 
has the great mass of his party with 
him. He has them with him on the Cu- 
ban question and the trust question, but 
he is widely separatéd from many of the

leaders on both questions. The men who 
control committees and organize cam- 
paigns, the men who collect campaign 
funds and realize the importance of not 
offending the great moneyed interests of 
the country are alj dismayed at his plain 
talk about trusts... It is these men who 
are represented by Senator Platt, and 
whose will the New York republican con- 
vention will éxecute when it refuses to 
indorse thé republican president. 

In this connection an.interesting story 
has reached Washington through the 
channels of a Washington financial house 
with Wall street connections. It is to 
the effect that the big men of the street 
want to see the republicans defeated this 
fall and a democratic house of represen- 
tatives elected. 

The argument which the trust mag- 
nates are making is that it will be com- 
paratively easy to prevent any anti- 
trust legislation during the short session 
of congress next winter, and that if the 
present congress should be followed by 
one in which the senate is controlled by 
the republicans and the house of repre- 
sentatives by the democrats they will be 
absoltitely safe from molestation. They 
figure that the republican senate would 


insist that<:the only. way -to reach the 


trusts is by means of a constitutional 
amendment, and that the 
hotise of representatives, confrolled by 
states rfghts theories, would nevér con- 
sent to the adoption of-this method, and 
thus they would. go free and escape any 
adverse legislation whatever. .. .

Editor Marriott Shot by Williams 
and Truxton Beale, 


Marriott Stated in His Paper That 
Girl Played Tag in Night Gown, 
and Williams and Beale 
Promptly Resented the 
Insult.

San Francisco, September 4.—Fred 
Marriott, the publisher of The San Fran- 
cisco News Letter, was shot three times 
and seriously wounded at his home last 
night. His assailants were Thomas H. 
Williams, Jr., president of the California 
Joekey Club, and Truxton Beale, former 
United States minister to Persia and 
Greece and a well-known club man of 
this city. Neither will say who did the 
shooting, but Marriott says it was Wil- 
liams. The following account of the 
shooting was given by Marriott before he 
was put under anaesthetics at the hos- 
‘pital: 

“An appointment was made by tele- 
phone for a meeting by Truxton Beale. 
About 9 o’clock Beale and Williams~came 
.to ‘the house and I answered the door 
myself... When reaching to take their 
hats ‘Beale struck me a heavy blow in 
the face and made another slash at me 
with his fist. ‘Smash him, the —~,’ cried 
Williams. [I retreated, as the blow on 
the forehead almost blinded me. I then 
‘Started upstairs and Williams began 
‘shooting.’’ 

The first shot fired shattered Marriott's 
left leg below the knee and he fell to 
‘the steps. As he rolled to the bottom 
ef the stairs two more bullets struck 
him. One cut through the thigh a few 
inches below the hip, passing clear 
through the leg. The other struck him 
In the right hand. 

- Woman Narrowly Escaped. 

Mrs. Marriott, hearing the first shot. 
came to the head of the stairs in time 
to see her husband fall. She started to 
him. Then, it is averred, the revolver 


was turned in her direction and two more . 


shots were fired. 
inches of her head. 

Williams said: 

“We considered it our duty to punish 
Marriott for publishing an article last 
week reflecting on the reputation of a 
young lIady.’’ 

Beale said that the lady’s name was 
not mentioned, but_her identity was so 
Plainly indicated that he felt bound to 
resent the pu®lication. After the shoot- 
ing Williams and Beale went to the Pa- 
cific Union Club, where they were placed 
under arrest. Marriott wi'l recover un- 
less blood poisoning sets in. Williams 
and Beale were released on $10,000 bonds 
each. 

No affair in recent. years has caused 
Such a sensation. Both Beale and Wil- 
liams have been prominent financially 
and socially for years and they’ probably 
are as well known in other parts of the 
country as in California.

ANOTHER MINIATURE STILL. 


Marshal Raids Establishment Run 
by Two Boys. 

Carrollton, Ga., Sentemner 4.—(Special.) 
Deputy United States Marshal John R. 
Ware, of LaGrange, was in the city this 
week and reported a raid upon a minia- 
ture moonshining outfit which eclipses 
by far the discovery of the 1-gallon still 
in’ Grant park a few days ago.

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AGE OF THE-POPULATION — 


FROM DECA 
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DE TO DECADE 


Washington, September 4.—The census 
bureau today issued a statement show- 
ing the increasing age of the population 
from decade to decade. The statement 
gives the results of computing the me- 
dian instead of the average .age. The 
median is such an age that half the pop- 
ulation is under it and half, is over. it. 

The median age of the total population 
in 1900 was 22.8, as compared with 21. 
in 189. The median age of the white 
population in the last cenSus year was 
93.4, and the colored, including negroes, 
Indians and Mongolians, was 19.7, while 
in 12890 the white population was 22.4 
and the colored 18.3. 

The report shows there was an in- 
crease in the médian age of the white 
population during each decade from 1810 
to 1990 amounting in the ninety years to 
7.4 years, or an average amount of about 
five-sixths of a year In a decade. The 
median age of the colored population in- 
creased after 1830, but with less regulari- 
ty. The median age of the colored pop- 
ulation increased three years in the sev- 


enty-year period from 1830 to 1900, or only 
about half as fast as that of the whites. 
But during the last twenty years of the 
century the increase for the two groups 
has. been substantially the same—1.9 
years” for the colored and 2.1 years for 
the white. The statement concludes ag 
follows: 

“Many complex influences have coo 
erated in producing as a resultant th 
Steady change in the age composition 
the population. Three may be menti 
ed, the rapid progress of medical ange 
sanitary science, which has tended to In- 
crease the average length of life; the 
decrease in the relative number of chil- 
dren born, which has made the earlier 
age period preponderant numerical- 
ly in the total population, and the influx, 
especially since 1840, of great numbers of 
adult immigrants, increasing the number 
in the older age periods. The difference 
between the white and colored popula- 
tions is doubtless due to the fact that 
these influences have wrought more pow- 


less 


erfully upon the white race than upon 
the colored.’’

He Tells Them That They Might As Well Accept 


the Situation for Prussia Intends To Hold 


Posen Forever. 


a 
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Posen, Prussian Poland, September 4.— 
Statue of Emperor Frederick was unveil- 
ed here today in the presence of Emperor 
William, Empress Victoria, Crown Prince 
Frederick Witiam, Field Marshal Count 
Von Buelow, the cabinet ministers and 
many other notables. Their majesties 
and their party subsequently proceeded 
to the provincial diet house, where they 
received an address* from the provincia! 
The president of the pro- 
vincial diet presented the emperor with a 
loving cup. His majesty replied to the 
address with a speech of some length. 
There were similar functions a@t the pro- 
vincial asembly house, wheréthe Polish 
members were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, 

Replying to the address of the provin- 
cial diet, Emperor William enjoined the 
Germans to lay aside their inherited ten- 
dency to engage in party strife and to 
— together for the good of the coun- 

y. a 

His majesty said: 

“The patriotic words in which you 
have conveyed to me and to the empress 
the feelings of the province fill our hearts 
with thankfulness. They find their con- 
firmation in the patriotic welcome ex- 
tended to us by the people of this place. 
We are here among a loyal German 
population, in a loyal German town, and 
loyal is the work the Germans here have 
to accomplish for the improvement of the 
country. If this work, the end and ob- 
ject of which are the elevation of the 
people and the country for the good and 
benefit of the whole, is to succeed, it is 
necessary that the Germans lay aside 
their party rancor and that each be pre- 
pared to sacrifice his own particular in- 
dividuality in order to labor with all alike 
In the community, renouncing their polit- 
cal independence and convenience and 
spreading German civilization by inces- 
Sant hard toil. 

Referring to the Poles, his majesty 
Said: *. 

“I deeply regret that a section of my 
Subjects of non-German origin appear to 
have difficulty in falling in with our con- 
ditions of life. The reason for this may 


probably be found in two misapprehen- 
sions. Firstly, the fear of interference 
with their religion is kept alive among 
them. He who asserts that difficulties 
are placed in ‘the way of my: subjects 
of the Roman faith in regard to the ex- 
ercise of their religious beliefs, or that 
they will be forced to depart from it, is 
guilty of telling a downright-lie. My 
whole reign and my words and actions 
prove how highly I value religion. by 
which T mean the personal relation of 
every man to his God, and such person 
insults by a calumny of this nature the 
successor of the great king who said, 
‘Every one is entitled to obtain blessed- 
ness in his‘own fashion.’ . 

“The second misapprehension consists 
in the’ fact that the fear is kept alive 
that their racial prejudices and tradi- 
tions are to be extirpated. That is not 
so. The kingdom of Prussia is composed 
of many races who are proud of their 
former history and their individuality. 
This, however, does not prevent them 
from being first of all good Prussians. It 
should be the same here. Traditions ani 
recollections may live in peace, but they 
belong to higtory, to the past. This day 
I recognize only Prussians here, and I 
owe it to the labors of my forefathers 
to see that this province shall remain 
irrevocably bound to the Prussian mon- 
archy, and that it shall forever be good 
Prussian and good German soil.”’ 

Emperor William’s speech today was 
designed to conciliate the Poles, in so far 
as this could be done by phraseology that 
Wid “not imply weakness, and then reaffirm 
the continuance of the present policy, in- 
cluding making German the only lan- 
guage of the schools and of the adminis- 
tration. 

Polish newspapers have received the 
emperor's speech in silence. Inquiries 
made among the Poles and Germans of 
this city indicate that both elements con- 
sider the race quarrel in the province 
as likely to coo ay it will result 
in hard feeling and@ hagd usage of both 
sides, trade and social boycotts, secret 
societies and the employment of speeches.

Scheme Involves the Consolidation of 
Several Concerns—The Proposed 
Bank Wiitl Operate Fspe- 
cially in Latin-Amer- 
ican Countries. 


New York, September 4.—Plans were 
made today at a meeting of the directors 
of the Mexican Trust Company bank for 
the formation of an international bank- 
ing institution, capitalized at $10,000,000 
and designed especially to operate in 
Latin-American countries. The scheme 
involves the consolidation of the Mexi- 
can Trust Company bank and the Cor- 
poration Trust Company. The combina- 
tion is to be known as the International 
Bank and Trust Company of America. 
The directors of both the merging corpo- 
rations have signed the consolidation 
agreement. A majority of the stockhold- 
ers of both concerns have already signi- 
fied their approval of the plan informal!- 
ly and a meeting of stockholders to give 
formal approval of the merger will be 
held within the next three weeks. It is 
expected that the combination will be- 
come effective about October 1. Both 
the Mexican Trust Company bank and 
the Corporation Trust Company have 
broad charters under the laws of Dela- 
ware. The new company’s charter will 
embrace the features of both of them. 
Branches of the Mexican Trust Company 
bank are established in several cities in 
Mexico, as follows: 

Guadalajara, Pachuca, Monterey, Tam- 
pico, Aguas Calientes, San Luis Potosi 
and Puebla. It also has agencies in New 
York and Chicags. The new company 
will utilize the branches already estab- 
lished and it is planned to establish 
branches at sixteen leading’ cities in 
Mexico. Branches are to be located also 
in Havana, Buenos Ayres, Rio Janei- 
ro, Valparaiso and other South ‘Ameri- 
can and Central American cities as the 
opportunities develop. 

New York Headquarters. 

The genera! clearing house for the va- 
rious branches of the corporation will be 
jueated in New York city. The company 
will not do a local banking business, but 
its special effort will be to facilitate the 
remittance of exchange between all the 
cities of the American hemispnere. The 
purpose will be to divert to New York 
the very large amount of Latin-American 
exchange that now goes to Lendon, Ber- 
lin and Paris. 

W. H. Hunt, who was the organizer and 
is president of the Mexican Trust Com- 
pany bank, will be the president of the 
new corporation. Charles Francis Phil- 
lips, now president of the Corporation 
Trust Company, will be first vice presi- 
dent. The board of cirectors will com- 
prise substantially. the two existing direc- 
torates and will contain several other 
men in adéition. The directors will in- 
clude: J. Sloat Fassett, Elmira; Cc. F. 
Carrier, Elmira; W. J. Hilands, Chicago; 
Julius C. Birge, St. Louis; Silas B. 
Dutcher, Brooklyn; Frank B. Robinson, 
New York; William T. Watson, former 
governor of Delaware; Joseph G. Deane, 
New York; Russell Whitcomb, New 
York and Baltimore; John H. Maughan, 
New York: L. C. Mitchell, Minneapolis; 
Dr. J. B. Murphy, Chicago; Frank L. 
Torres, New York; Isaac M. Hutchinson, 
Mexico; J. O. Rice, treasurer of the 
Mexican Trust Company; P. H. Sercomb, 
Mexico City; James Virdin, Dover, Del.; 
Ignacio de la Torre, Mexico; Frank R. 
Croker, Chariton, Iowa, and R. M. Nel- 
son, Baltimore, Md. 

The Mexican Trust Company was in- 
corporated last year with a capital of 
$1,000,000, this amount being soon in- 
creesed to $5,000,000.

Hunt on the Scheme. 

In regard to the consolidation, W. H. 
Hunt said: m 

“The Mexican Trust Company was the 
first banking institution to be organized 
in the United States for the transaction 
of an exclusively foreign business. It 
was also among the first of American in- 
stitutions to establish a system of branch 
banks. Soon after opening our business 
in Mexico we realized that the banking 
business in that country was in its in- 
fancy and that it was susceptible of de- 
velopment to a marked extent. 

“The condition of our bank at the end 
of its first year clearly demonstrated the 
practicability, and the profit of, internal 
and branch banking from New York city 
as a center.

IRN PRISONE 
“WANES. ESCIPE 


Sergeant and Constable in Pursuit 
wilh Blood Hounds 


Dempsey Smith, the Escaped Pris- 
oner, Enlisted in Atlanta—Sentry 
Is Now Confined in Barracks 
Awaiting the Next 
Courtmartial. 


Dempsey Smith, an unassigned recrutt. 
while serving as a prisoner charged with 
desertion at Fort McPherson, made a 
dash for liberty yesterday afternoon, was 
fired at by the sentinel, and at micnight 
was still being tracked by the provost 
sergeant of Company K, Constable Ryan, 
of Oakland City, and a pair of trained 


bloodhounds. eo, 
18 yea oid, 


Smith is a yQqung man, 
smooth shaven and about 5 feet 7 inches 
high. Some three or four weeks ago he 


applied to the recruiting station in At- 
lanta, was accepted and sent to the bhar- 
racks at Columbus, Ohio, for preliminary 
drill and training before being assigned 
to the coast artillery. ; 

Arriving at Chattanooga he deserted 
and was later apprehended by a sheriff 
in Gainesville and brought to Fort Mc- 
Pherson, the nearest United States acmy 
post. Here he was put in a guard house 
to await the next general court martial 
and answer to the charge of desertion. 
As a prisoner he was working the jreg- 
lation eight hours a day when, last week, 
he was put on a bread and water diet 
for insubordination to a superior. Dur- 
ing the entire time of his confineimen:s he 
has gained the reputation of being a dis- 
agreeable and shiftless character. 

Yesterday afternoon he was working 
under a sentinel from Company H. cn the 
lower part of the reservation. The s¢ut- 
tine] had previously warned him that he 
would not permit any liberties, but Smith, 
stepping into the bushes, started to walk 
away. The sentinel called upon him to 
halt. The prisoner started to run. He 
called to him a second time, and at the 
third command, fired. 

Smith kept on running and before the 
sentinel could reload his rifle he was 
out of sight, running through the woods 
in a southeasterly direction. As the sen- 
try had two other prisoners in charge he 
could not follow. but itmmediarteiv re- 
ported the affair to the officer of the dav. 
Details were sent in pursuit and later 
Provost Sergeant Wright and Constable 
Ryan, with two bloodhounds, took up the 
chase. 

Followed with Difficulty. 

The dogs, after some delay, took up the 
trail, but some difficulty was experienced 
because of the details in pursuit following 
the same trail of the prisoner and in 
places obliterating it. At a late hour both 
officers were still following the dogs 
through the woods and reported bv tel- 
ephone that they believed that they were 
close on their man. 3 

Smith, as he had not at the time of 
his escape been sentenced by court mar- 
tial, did not wear the official] ‘‘P”’ on the 
back of his jacket and the front of each 
trousers’ leg, which marks the convicted 
prisoner, but wore the regulation uniform 
of the service. While the regulations ¢o 
not provide for punishment on a separate 
charge where a prisoner has not been 
convicted, there is little doubt but that 
the coming court’ martial will give him 
the full limit of the law for desertion. 
which is one year in the guard house 
and a dishonorable discharge from the 
service which revokes the privileges of 
American citizenship. If Smith had re- 
mained at the fort he might have escap- 
ed with a sentence of six months and a 
d'ishonorah'e discharge. - 

The sentinel in charge has had his ‘‘helt 
pulled,’’ the soldier’s term for being sent 
to the guard house while on duty. He 
will also be kept in confinement until 
the next court martial sits in judgment, 
which will. probably, not be for some two 
weeks. While he will be charged with 
permitting a prisoner to escape, the fact 
that he fired at the man will, acording to 
all precedent. clear him from any more 
serious charge. 

The interest on the part of civil author- 
ities in apprehending a deserter is ex- 
plained in the fact that they receive the 
sum of $0 and expenses up to $2 for the 
return of such a one to the nearest army 
post.

before the people and every speaker of 
much note was called on by one or the 
other faction and campaign literature for 
both sides was scattered over the state 
by the tons,°both factions being supplied 
with ample campaign funds. 

After all this heated campaign and 
when the people had leisure and an ideal 
day for the noiding of the election only 
about 70,000 democrats in the state couid

{t is claimed that the 70,000 democrats 
who participated-in the late primary will 
be in honor bound to support the demuvo- 
cratic ticket in November and that this 
ticket will have a large proportion of 
that vote to count on as a certainty as 
against any opposition which may develop 
by the republicans, which seems now to 
be assured.

WELLS AND STREAMS 
ENTIRELY DRIED UP 


Effect of the Drought in North Caro- 
lina—The People There Are 
Alarmed Over the Scarcity 
of Water To Drink. 
Springs Dry. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 4.—(Special.) 
This is a very dry year. There were no 
good spring rains, and this fact accounts 
for much of the shrinking of the water 
supply. Black river, for example, in 
Harnett county, 30 miles south of here, 
is a river without water. Its bottom is 
but sand and dust in places where last 
May there was 6 to 8 feet of water. Great 
numbers of wells have had to be deep- 
ened and springs which as far as man’s 
memory goes have been unfailing are 
now dry. It is not the crops alone 
which are hurt—the water supply is 
threatened. In the rolling sand _ hill 
country, from al] accounts, the springs 
are running better than elsewhere. Along 
the coast, say for 25 miles, there is a 
strip of territory on much of which rain 
falls three to four times a week. . This 
was the case all during August. In this 
belt are the best crops in the state. Th» 
decline in condition of crops in most 
other sections since August 1 is really 
Startling. ;

ITS CARS WILL BE SWITCHED. 


Brunswick and Birmingham Road 
Squabble Settled. 
Brunswick, Ga., September 4.—(Special.) 
A meeting of the representatives of the 
operating and legal departments of the 
Atlantic Coast Line, the Southern rail- 
way and the Brunswick and Birmingham 
railroad was held in this city yesterday 
for the purpose of disposing of the very 
perplexigg subject of transfer or switch- 

ing arrangements at Brunswick. 

As has been stated in these dispatches 
at different times, there has been consid- 
erable differences between lines terminat- 
ing in this city on this subject, the South- 
ern and Plant system from time to time 
having refused to switch cars destined 
via the Brunswick and Birmingham. 
The Brunswick and Birmingham except- 
ed to the position taken by its local con- 
| temporaries, requested them to annul or- 
ders to that effect and finally appealed 
to the railroad commission of the state. 
The commission, in reviewing the case, 
decided with the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham and _ ~peremptorially ordered the 
Southern and Plant system to _ switch 
Brunswick and Birmingham ears at 
Brunswick. This order was ignored by 
the Brunswick and Birmingham competi- 
tors and the Georgia railroad commission, 
according to dispatches sent out from At- 
lanta, had taken further steps to make 
the two lines obey their order and had 
entered suit in the sum of $5,000 against 
both the Southern and Plant system. 

In order that the matter might be fully 
considered by all parties at interest, ua 
meeting of the lines was held in this 
city yesterday, in which the. following 
gentlemen participated: On the part of 
the Atlantic Coast Line, T. M> Emmer- 
son, traffic manager; H. M. Emmerson, 
assistant traffic manager; James Menzes, 
general, freight agent; W. .B. Demham, 
general superintendent, and Kay, Bennet 
and Conyers, division counsels. On the 
part of the Southern railway, J. S. B. 
Thompson, general agent. On the part 
of the Brunswick and Birmingham, E. C. 
Machen, president; J. A. McDuffie, gen- 
eral manager, and F. E. Twitty, general 
counsel. 

The contentions of the partias at inter- 
est were fully considered an@, after a 
thorough research into the matter, an 
agreement in perfect accord with those 
present was reached, whereby the South- 
ern and Atlantic Coast Line agree to uc- 
cede to the request of the Brunswick 
and Birmingham, as regards the question 
of switching. 

It is understood that the amicable ar- 
rangements arrived at yesterday will 
have to be submitted to the executive of- 
ficials of the Southern and the Atlantie 
Coast Line, and it is said that they will 
approve such recommendations as may 
be made as a result of the canference. 

An agreeable arrangement having been 
agreed upon, it is presumed. that tha 
matter is legally closed.

IS VERY SEVERE

His Comment on the Grant- 
ing of a Stay of Execution 
Yesterday, 


SAYS WRIT WAS GRANTED 
BECAUSE LAW PROVIDED 


But That It Is Just Such Cases That 
Cause People To Take the Law 
Into Their Own Hands 
and Lynch the Crimi- 

nals. ‘ 


Savannah, Ga., September 4.—(Special.)— 
Abe Cohen, the negro murderer of his 
mistress, for whom, against his wish, a 
motion for a new trial was filed, had a 
stay of execution gfanted by Judge Pope 
Barrow, in the superior court, today. Co- 
hen, therefore, will not hang tomorrow. 

In granting the supersedeas, Judge Bar- 
row commented severely upon the law's 
delays, declaring that it is just such cases 
that cause mob violence. He termed it a 
trifling with the sentence of the court, 
saying: 

“The defendant’s counsel having tender- 
ed his bill of exceptions in this case to 
the order overruling his motion for a new 
trial, and having moved that a superS¢ 
deas be granted under paragraph 1077 of 
the third volume of the code, it is or- 
dered that the sentence and judgment of 
the court be, and the same js hereby, su- 
perseded and the execution thereof stay- 
ed until the further order of the court. 

“TI grant the sup°rsedeas in this cage be- 
cause I am compelled to do so by para- 
graph 1077 of the code. In my judgment 
this is not a.case in which there ought to 
be any delay further than the orderly 
administration the law -requtres. It 1s 
just’ such trifling with the sentences of 
courts in criminal cases as this which 
causes people to take the law into their 
own hands and do summary execution 
upon criminals of the worst class. 

“An infuriated populace, when a rav- 
isher or a murderer of’a woman is 
caught, put him to. death, because they 
areafraidto risk the machinery of the law, 
onaccountof the opportunity that is sive 
for delay. In such cases two crimes ar 
committed. The crime first committed by 
the accused and the crime in the second 
instance committed by the mob, and it is 
hard to say which deserves the severer 
cendemnation. But it seems to me that 
the law ought to be changed so as to 
give to the judge the discretionary power 
to refuse to grant a supersedeas in cases 
like this, where a brutal murder has heen 
committed, without one single redeeming 
feature to mitigate it or excuse it. If the 
judges were clothed with this power and 
would exercise it and refuse to grant su- 
persedeas orders, so that people would 
know that in the courts -_punishment for 
such:’crimes would be speedy and sure, 
the temptation to take the law in their 
own hands would pe removed.”

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The Outlook for Cotton. 

If thére is logic in statistics and the 
statistics can be relied on, this sea- 
gon’s cotton crop ought to'‘bring the 
farmers of the south prosperity prices. 

Aceording to the estimate of the 
commissioners of agriculture of thé 
cotton states, 9,713,394 bales will be 
gathered this year, showing a shrink. 
age of 240,000 bales from the same 
authority’s statement for last year. 
The visible supply, as given in Secre- 
tary Hegster’s report, is 140,000° bales 
short of that on hand at a correspond- 
ing date last year. 

If, as is conservatively estimated, 
the present crop will be 240,000 bales 
less than last year’s, there is obvious- 
ly an insufficient home supply of the 
fleecy staple to meet the requirements 
of manufacture. Last year’s crop 
lacked 140,000 bales of supplying the 
factory demands, which indicdtes that 
the new crop will be 380,000 bales 
short. This estimate makes no allow- 
ance for the natural increase in con- 
sumption, which is at this time un- 
usually large. Taking only the usual 
8 per cent ratio of {ncrease, which is 
ultra-conservative, we find that at 
least 300,000 more bales will be re- 
quired to.be added to the foregoing 
shortage figures, showing approxi- 
mately a grand total shortage of 700,- 
000 bales. 

These figures practically coincide 
with the estimate of the United States 
department of agriculture. The bete 
noire of overproduction in Texas and 
the Indian Territory has been set at 
rest, or should be. The crop there 
will be only an verage one, by the 
latest reliable advices, not exceding 
8,000,000 bales. The condition, there- 
fore, seems to be such that the cotton 
market can now take its bearing with 
a reasonable degree of accuracy, and, 


if the estimates given hold, the plant- 


er ought to be given the benefit of the 
situation. Of course, the probable 
shortage may be lessened by a long, 
ideal fall, but the chances of the ele- 
rents aré as likely, if not more likely, 
to militate in the opposite direction. 
If the spinners would reasonably 
credit these estimates of the commis- 
sioners of agriculture of the cotton 
states and of the federal department 
of agriculture, cotton would advance 
without more ado; but the spinners 
take these official forecasts with a 
large grain of salt. ft will require the 
actual count of bales to remove that 
salty taste, and in the meantime the 
producers must either sell on an illog- 
ically low market or hold for an ad- 
They have peen all long this 
gambling line often before, and it. is 
superfluous to offer advice.. 
: In any event, the outlook should jus- 
' tify a stable maintenance of present 
' prices, freeing the situation of the er- 
» ratic fluctuations peculiar to this mar-

at the true condition of cotton produc- 
tion. It must be admitted that Statis- 
tics as gathered are far from infatii- 
ble, and largely through the farmer’s 
suspicion that he may contribute to an 
overproduction cry by giving »ut the 
facts in his individual and neighbor- 
hood case. On this head The Hous- 
ton Post wisely gays: ie 

There has been of late a tendency to 
resist the efforts of the agriciiltural de- 
partment to obtain gin feports during 
the season, because the producers feared 
that the revelation of the actual yield 
would tend to depress prices. The Post 
has contended alj along that the inevitable 
effect of the absence of precise statistics 
is to leave the spinners or the buyers of 
cotton in a position of great advantage. 
It is to their interest to have a large 
crop and their judgment of the probable 
yleid is materially influenced by their de- 
sires. Therefore, when the output is a 
matter of guessing they may be depend- 
ed upon to make the largest possible 
guess, and as they are the buyers, and to 
a jarge extent the dictators of prices, their 
large gue g°s will always have the ¢ffect 
to depress prices.

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Make Wider Our South¢rn Gateway. 

The very general and cordial in- 
dorsement given through commercial 
circles to the. action of the chamber of 
commerce in advocating -the removal 
of the schedule embargo against At- 
lanta’s business men and trade shows 
how earnest and wide-spread is the 
protest voiced. 

The notion of some that early-hour 
schedules will not be so popular as 
some strenuous commercial hustlers 
contend was inadvertently, but aptly 
and fully, answered by our news story 
of the new fast schedule that is to be 
put on soon by the Southern railway 
in order to capture a travel and traffic 
that have become almost compulsory 
of this new fast service. It is not 
deemed “too early” to start this fast 
southern service from New York at 
2:15 a. m. and put mail and passen- 
gers into Atlanta at 11:15 p. m. of the 
same day—a feat heretofore unprece 
dented in the railroad history of the 
south. Now this extraordinary and 
independent southern trunk schedule 
is made from no mere caprice of rail- 
way exploitation. It is done to satisfy 
a heavy and popular demand. 

But what New York stands for to 
the entire backbone of southern busi- 
ness and general traffic Atlanta stands 
for to the large and important radiant 
lines of travel and trade that lie south 
and both east and west of Macon. It 
is from Atlanta that springs the vast 
strong fingers of commerce, financing, 
forwarding and distributing for the 


great majority of the business done in 


those regions. In many particulars 
Macon is also important to them, byt 
nothing done to abolish the present 
blockade and open that territory to 
quick intercourse with Atlanta can 
hurt Macon, or Savannah, or Colum- 
bus. 

This is a question that interests all 
the centers of traffic activity in 
south Georgia and southeast Alabama, 
and the fast early schedules from At- 
lanta will surely work to the mutual ad- 
vantage of all of them, whether the 
larger or the smaller. There are over 
two million people who would be great- 
ly helped in the ease and facilities of 
locomotion and living the hour these 
new and cor-ordinated schedules are 
put in operation. We still urge that 
they are a constituency entitled to the 
advantages we have named and that 
their need of them is bound to be the 
early mother of an invention of ways 
and means effective to obtain them. 

The Central of Georgia railway 
cannot persist in the present sched- 
ules without becoming fairly chargea- 


ble with maintaiying a needless and * 


unjust discrimination against Atlanta 
—the main city and source of revenue 
upon its trunk line system. We do not 
believe it wishes to assume that hos- 
tile position and persist in that injus- 
tice. To do so is to refuse a privilege 
that it_is all too easy to grant and end 
what is now a practical division of the 
territory of the state—a division that 
could be no mofe sure and useless 
than if the state were in fact bisected 
at Macon and fighting each part for 
traffic reprisals upon the other. 

Unless this manifest and intolerable 
wrong is peaceably and righteously 
removed the people who are made to 
suffer by it will promptly take up 
arms against it.

less masses of that great assembly. 
iis pictures of their wrongs, his pleas 
for their rights, his bold demands for 
justice for their causes fired the 
crowd, the city and the country. They 
made him the matchless orator of a 
nation’s distress. He was defeated for 
the presidency twice and may never 
run for an office again, but he will 
hold a first place forever in American 
history as a great soul ever bent on 
“saving the little man!”

PASSING THRONG.

Trolley car 563, leaving the federal pris- 
on about noon, had quite an exciting trip 
Wednesday. Hardly had the white fences 
of the reservation been passed than what 
seemed to be a cyclone in miniature struck 
this twentieth century ship of the desert. 

For about five minutes the wind biew 
great guns and the motorman on the hur- 
ricane deck had to hang on to a capsian 
to keep his feet. As for the captain at 
the fare register wheel, he gave two bells 
ang steered a course dead ahead. Just 
as she started’ to make one of the short 
curves in South Atlanta the wind blowing 
across her bow increased to the fury of a 
whole gale. The captain conductor piped 
all hands to quarters and began giving 
orders to storm reef every bit of canvas 
from the top gallant sail to the car tracks 
and from the balloon jib to the rear 
trucks.

Rath- 
er, it is the cipher message of the local 
weather department sent to all parts of 
the country in yesterday morning's bul- 
letin. Translated by Forecaster Mar- 
bury according to the code, it means all 
of the following: 

“Atlanta, Ga.: Barometer, 29.98 inches; 
temperature 7 and 6&& Weather cloudy, 
with west winds, 6 miles per hour. Rain- 
fall in past twenty-four hours, 1.30 
inches. Minimum temperature last night 
66 degrees. Maximum temperature yes- 
terday, 86 degrees.”

I feel convinced that 
if this charter is sent to the people as a 
whole it will be overwhelmingly de- 
réated.”’ 

The committee met_yesterday afternoon 
for the purpose of discuBBing the question 
of submitting the proposed charter to the 
people and, while the matter was discuss- 
ed at considerable length, action was 
suspended pending the completion of the 
work of the council committee now hav- 
ing under consideration the charter as 
promulgated by the citizens’ committee. 
The council committee held a meeting 
yesterday morning and took action on the 
gections covering the. department of 
streets and sewers, in favor of the pres- 
ent laws and ordinances. Another mect- 
ing of the committee will be held this 
evening, beginning at 7:30 o'clock, at 
which time it is expected the committee 
will complete its labors and be ready to 
report to council. 

Committees May Confer. 

The citizens’ committee appeared In fa- 
yor of meeting with council and together 
deciding the question of submitting the 
quéstion to a popular vote of the people. 


One amendment to the charter was sugZg- , 


gested and a resolution covering it was 
adopted. This had reference to the scope 
of the duties of the sinking fund commis- 


gion. 


Another change was suggested that the 
city be given discretionary power to grant 
franchises for a period of not more than 
thirty years. The proposed charter re- 
@tricjs to twénty-one years. Many of the 
members expresseq themselves as heart!- 
ly opposed to the change and action on 
this particular matter was deferred uniil 
the next meeting of the committee, which 
is scheduled to take place next Wednes- 
day afternoon, although the chairman 's 
authorized to call an earlier meeting if he 
deems it necessary.

An Error Corrected. 

In opening the meeting, Chairman Hill- 
yer explained why the committee had 
been called together. He said he thought 
the city council would have taken ac- 
tion regarding the proposéd charter be- 
fore this time, and he was uninformed 
as to the progress made. By whatever 
action was taken, he said, he did not 
want it to be understood as forestall- 
ing anything that the council gnight do, 
but he desired to save the embarrass- 
ment that might come if the matter was 
attended to too late. 

“It is expedient,’’ said he, ‘that the 
charter be submitted to the people. If 
they don’t want it, they will have an op- 
portunity to say so, and if they do want 
it, they will have the same chance to ex- 
press themselves.”’ 

He then went on to say that in the 
haste of preparation it was just possi- 
ble one error had crept into the char- 
ter. This, he stated, was as to the du- 
ties of the sinking fund commission. 
From the section in thé proposed new 
charter, he stated, it might be inferred 
that the commission was authorized to 
negotiate loans independent of the city 
treasurer. He suggested that the sec- 
tion be made plainer in its intent. He 
also called attention to the section rela- 
tive to franchises, stating that under 
the proposed charter the city was bound 
to a 2i-year grant. He said that, after 
considerable study, he was of the opinion 
that council should be given discretion- 
ary powers regarding the granting of 
franchises. Judge Hillyer suggested, 
however, that thirty-one years be made 
the limit. , 

He took occasion to congratulate the 
committee on its attitude regarding its 
report, and said he knew the members 
had no idea of harshly criticising any 
one who might not agree with them as 
to the provisions of the proposed new 
charter. He said he hoped no friction 
would result from the consideration of

the charter and believed everything 
would work out smoothly as it should. 


Opposed to Friction. 

It was then that Colone] Moyers made 
his talk concerning the advisability of 
submitting the charter to the people sec- 
tion by section In the event it was to be 
submitted to the popular vote. 

Continuing, he said: 

“‘Now, we don’t want any friction of 
any kind, so why can't we wait and 
see what the counci] committee is go- 
ing to do before we take action? Let 
there be concessions on both sides, and 
we can agree upon a new charter that 
will prove aceptable to everybody. There 
is no need for haste, and I am in favor 
of taking no action. I would like to think 
over it.” 

Charles A. Barrett said he had heard 
sOme people express the opinion that 
the new charter gave the mayor more 
power than should be delegated to any 
one man. He was in favor of letting 
the charter gp to the people for indorse- 
ment. Hugh T. Inman wanted to know 
what right the committee would have 
to ask for an election relative to char- 
ter provisions. Chairman Hillyer said it 
could do nothing except make a reqvest; 
that the committee could not compel the 
city executive committee to make pro- 
vision for such an election. 

Resolutions Are Introduced. 

Judge Hillyer then introduced the fol- 
lowing se6 of resolutions: 

Resolved first, That the city executive com- 
mittee, having charge and control of the ap- 
proaching primary for the city election, be 
requested to submit the work of this charter 
revision committee to the people by popular 
vote, so that those favoring its adoption may 
volte “For the new charter,’’ ani those op- 
eed to its adoption may vote ‘‘Against the 
new charter,’’ with suitable provisions for 
counting, declaring end certifying the re- 


} sult. 


Resolved second, That our senatcr and repre- 
eentatives in the legislature be requested to 
introduce the new charter, and cause the same 
tc receive the proper readings, so as to mvé 
time, and be then raferred to the appropriate 
committee, with request that further actiop be 
thereupon withheld‘ until the election is held 
on the 4th day of November, at which time, 
if the popular voice be favorable, they are 
requested to press the bill to final passage, but 
if the popular voice be against the new char- 
ter, they are requested to withdraw the same 
from tho legizlature. 

Resolved third, That the above action be 
duly certified to the city executive committee 
by the chairman and crecretary of this com- 
mittee. 

Resolved fourth, That the chairman and s¢c- 
retary of this committee proce to give notice 
and make publication, prelim'nary tc intro- 
diction of the bill, as by the constitution and 
laws of the state are required. 

Colonel Moyers wanted to know if the 
resolutions contemplated submitting the 
charter as a whole to the people. “Don't 
you know,” he declared, ‘‘that many a 
man would vote against the whole thing 
just because he was opposed tO one sec- 
tion ?’’ 

J. R. Smith, who introduced the original 
resolution in the committee more than a 
month ago, providing that the charter be 
submitted to the people, stated he in- 
dorsed everything Colonel Moyers had 
said, but he thotight the committee should 
place itself on record as. favoring givine 
the citizens ample opportupity to express 
themselves on the charter. Alderman 
Harvey Johnson declared he was opposed 
to Judge Hillyer’s resolution. He said he 
felt sure the people of Atlanta thought 
the committee of forty-nine and the coun- 
cil committee on charter revision were 
doing what they considered right and 
proper. He explained that a member of 
the council committee told him the com- 
mittee would probably finish its labors 
Friday evening. He considered it would 
be proper to take no action until that 
committee had acted. 

Substitute Adopted. 

“Tl am positive,”’ said he, ‘that council 
or a majority of the members, at least. 
will meet you half way in an effort to 
agree upon a common charter. If need 
be, a special meeting of council can be 
held to get the matter in proper shape. If 
we can agree, what will be the necessity 
for going to the people? If, after a con- 
ference, it is found that we differ as to 
certain sections, then we can consider the 
question of going to the people. | 

Fulton Colville moved, as a substitute 
to the resolutions, that the fourth resylu- 
tion, which provided that the chairman 
and secretary of the committee proceed 
to give notice and make publication, pre- 
liminary to the introduction of the bill 
in the legislature, be adopted. This reso- 
lution was adopted in preference to the 
others. 

E. W. Martin declared the committee 
ought to adjourn until the 10th of the 
month, or some other earlier date, if 
deemed advisable by the chairman. He 
said he could see no reason why there 
should be any friction between the two 
committees. AS it seemed to be 
the sense of the meeting that no action 
be taken relative to the matter of sub- 
mitting the charter to the people, the 
reference was next made to the two sug- 
gestions offered by Chairman Hillyer at 
the opening of the meeting. 

Mr. Inman then introduced the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted: 

Reeolved, That the following additional sec 
tion be inserted in the chapter of the sinking 
fund commission, to-wit: 

Fec. —. Whenever the commission -finds it 
recessary to exercise the power for negotiating 
any temporary loan or loans, as herein pro- 
vided, all the securities and money employed 
therein shall be received or remain. as the 
case may be, held and disbursed through the 
city treasury and in no manner merged with, 
tut kept separate from other funds, and on 4 
reparate account on the books of the treas- 
urer and comptroller; and fer no cause what- 
ever used for any other purpose save only 
the trusts to which said sinking fund is de- 
voted: all obligations of the city, when law- 
fully issued for such loans, are to be signed 
by the mayor and treasurer before the city 
shall be bound thereby. 

Debated Franchise Terms. 

This matter having been settled Mr. 
Smith then moved that the provision in 
the charter relative to franchises be 
amended by striking ‘‘twenty-one years’ 
and inserting the provision that fran- 
chises were not to be granted for more 
than thirty-one years. Mr. Colville said 
he was opposed to such a plan. He said 
twenty-one years was long enough for 
any franchise. He stated he understood 
that in the north and east corporations 
were able to dispose of their hor’ 
on a shortterm grant and he could sce 
no reason for declaring in favor of long 
franchi¢es. Mr. Colville did not want 
to burden future generations, but thought 
they should be pérmitted to deal with 
their own franchise questions. 

Mr. Smith said he thought it was a 
question of encouraging or discouraging 
capital to come hére to be invested. Mr. 
Jackson ventured the suggéstion that in 
other cities throughout the country twen- 
ty-one-year franchises were gladly ac- 
cepted by public utility corporations and 
that they seemed to find little difficulty in 
disposing of their bonds. He opposed fhe 
change, and made the point that it wou'd 
be necessary for the committee to recon- 
sider its former action before it could 
amend the sazction referring to fran- 
chisés. 

Colonel Moyers was also opposed to the 
long term provision suggested and advo- 
cated deferring consideration of the sub- 
ject until the next meeting of the com- 
mittee. Chairman Hillyer said he had re- 
luctantly brought himself to the belief 
that it might not be advantageous to the 
city to grant only twenty-one vear fran- 
chises. He thought that to make a pro- 
vision for thirty-year franchises might 
tend tO encourage capital and at the

A mass meeting of citizens was held 
last night at the residence of W. J. Mc- 
Gee, No. 44 Paine avenue, for the purpose 
of protesting against the crematory, the 
opeh sewer and Dr. B. W. Bizzell, of the 
board of health. The resignation of the 
doctor as a member of the board of 
health was demanded. 

Some of the speeches were decidedly 
warm and the gathering wag@more on 
the order of an indignation meeting than 
anything else. 

Resolutions were adopted denouncing 
the crematory and the open sewer and 


committees were appointed to take active 
steps towards securing city officers who 
would give that part of the city proper at- 
tention. 

A campaign committee was appointed 
and meetings will be held until the city 
primary is over. Attorney 8S. C. Tapp 
was present and helped draw up the res- 
olutions. 

The meeting was held out of doors, 
large lamps giving light. The soft night 
wind ever and anon blew whiffs from the 
gaping mouth of the hideous sewer, while 
not far off lay the crematory under the 
starlit sky. The crowd was terribly in 
earnest. They were like men who had 
been brought to bay and they intimated 
that they intended to play no uncertain 
part in the approaching city election. 
Over a hundred were present. The meet- 
ing was organized by the election of M. 
T. Lambert as chairman and W. J. Mc- 
Gee as secretary. 

Resolutions Are Adopted. 

A committee composed of W. J. McGee, 
M. T. Lambert and H. W. Bowen was 
appointed to draw up a set of resolutions. 
Attorney Tapp was asked to act with the 
committee. 

The following resolutions were proposed 
and unanimously adopted: : 


|. We demand that the city authorities 
giant us relief from the nuisance of the 
crematory. 

2.- We that we will not tolerate 
this institution, preducing sickness and dls- 
ease in our homes and families any longer.

5. We condemn the acts of Dr. Bizzeil, of 
the board of health, in trying to whitewash 
the recent investigation, and as citizens and 
taxpayer. domand his resignation from the 
board. 

6. We returm thanks to Colonel E. V. Car- 
ter and Drs. G. Y. Pierce and W. C. Jernigan 
for their ¢fforts to give us relief in the recent 
ir.vestigation. 

7. We pledge united political efforts to ac- 
complish our relief, and will not vote for any 
city or county oificial who ether directly or 
indirectly aids the contnuance of the cre- 
matory in our community: and we demand 
that the city extend the sewer beyond its 
present HMmits to the city limits as it is in 
every other ward. 

8. We suggrést that a committee be appoint- 
ed to ascertain how each candidate for mayor

9. This locality has long been neglected and 
we demand our rights as other taxpayers in 
cther sections of the city.

Aubrey Has Soldiers’ Home 
Employee Indicted by 
Grand Jury. 


ASSAULT. WITH INTENT TO 
MURDER IS CHARGE MADE 


It Is Denied by Miller—Claimed Blow 
Hastened Death of Veteran 
Brown—No Complaint Was 
Made to Committee 
from Trustees. 


Captain G. W. Miller, of Cobb county, 
lieutenant at the Confederate Soldier's 
home, has been indicted by the Fulton 
county grand jury on the charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder. The charge 
is that the ljeutenant committed an as- 
sault on J. H. Brown, formerly an in- 
mate of the home, who died April 18, 
last. 

A warrant for the arrest of Captain 
Miller has been issued and is in the hands 
of Deputy Sheriff Jones. The officer 
stated yesterday afternoon that he will 
Serve the warrant today. Captain Miller 
is in command at the soldiers’ home, Su- 
perintendent Wilson being ill with a car- 
buncle on the back of his neck. 

The charges were presented to. the 
grand jury by Dr. J. C. Aubrey, of Han- 
cock county, an inmate of the home. 
Captain Miller makes no denial of having 
had a difficulty with Mr. Brown last Jan- 
uary in the home, but denies that he used 
any weapon and pleads justification. He 
Says Mr. Brown cursed him and was in 
the act of striking him when he Stick 
him with his fist and took the stick from 
him, 

The charges of Aubrey and counter 
charges by Miler are of a sensational 
nature. Dr. Aubrey says he has learned 
that Mr. Brown was not given medical 
attention during his illness. He claims to 
have evidence to show that Captain Mil- 
ler beat the aged veteran with a stick 
and also that the wounds had not healed 
at the time of Brown's death. 

Miller Charges Malice. 

On the other hand, Captain Miller 
States that the charges are the result of 
malice on the part of Dr. Aubrey. He 
Says Dr. Aubrey came into the home to 
create disorder and disturbance, and that 
he has made the threat that he intended 
to break up the home. Captain Miller 
further claims that the difficulty between 
himself and Mr. Brown was fully inves- 
tigated by the. board of trustees of the 
home and that he was exonerated; also 


that Mr. Brown came to him 
and admit-

Dr. J. C. Olmsted, who was Surgeon of 
the home at the time of the difficulty, 
was seen last night and denied emphat- 
ically the charge that Mr. Brown had not 
received medical attention.

All of the inmates who 
were able were expected to assist in 
bringing up the coal, after it had been 
unloaded downstairs, but Mr. Brown de- 
clined. He was old and feeble and re- 
marked that he would be damned if he 
brought up any coal. 
“I learned that Captain Mi] 
struck him, after which Mr. sean al 
to his room. I was informed that Cap- 
tain Miller later went to the room and 
Seizing a heavy stick, struck Mr. Brown.” 
Dr. Aubrey was admitted to the home 
on May 10. He denied the charge of Cap- 
tain Miller that he went there with the 
intention of disrupting it, saying that he 
wanted to live there in peace. 


What Miller Says. 

Captain Miller also made a statement 
of the affair, as follows: 

“The action of the grand jury 1g due 
to malice on the part of Dr. Aubrey. He 
came here with the purpose of causing 
trouble and has made the threat that he 
intended to break up the home. He was 
not an inmate of the home when the 
difficulty between Mr. Brown and my- 
self occurred, and hag stirred this matter 
up since coming here. 

“The mattér was fully investigated by 
the board of trustees and I was exon- 
erated. Mr. Brown also came to me and 
admitted that he had done wrong and 
that I was in the right. The trouble oc- 
curred in this way: A load of coal had 
béen brought to the home ang I asked 
several of the inmates to assist in carry- 
ing it upstairs. Mr. Brown refused to 
assist. We had some words and he ap- 
plied a vile epithet to me, at the same 
time drawing back to strike me with a 
stick. I then struck him with my fist 
and took the stick from him. I have wit- 
nesses to show that there are the facts.”’ 

No Complaint of It Made. 

Captain ‘‘Tip’’ Harrison, secretary of a 
committee appointed bv the board of 
trustees to investigate complaints from 
the home, last night exhibited a copy of 
the committee’s report to show that no 
such charges as made* by Dr. Aubrey 
were presented to the committee. Cap- 
tain Harrison states that forty-five in- 
mates were examined and that oniy 
twelve had complaints to make, Only 
one of these had reference to the diffi- 
culty between Captain Miller and Mr. 
Brown. 

Among the questions asked the inmates 
was the following: 

‘“‘Have you any knowledge of the mis- 
treatment of any inmate of the home 
by the superintendent or any of the 
officers or employees under him? If so, 
state it fully.” ° 
According to the report, the only wit- 
ness who made any mention of the diffi- 
culty between Captain Miller and Mr. 
Brown was W. B. Clements, who stated 
that on one occasion J. H. Brown cursed 
Captain Miller, who struck or pushed 
Brown for this. 

The following paragraph contains the 
decision of the board, after hearing the 
different complaints: 

“It will be seen that the complaints of 
some of them are exceedingly trivial, 
and that none of the complaints amount 
to much. While it was wrong for the 
subalterns to use the language attributed 
to them and wrong for them to strike 
or push any of the inmates, yet in each 
instance we found there was provoca- 
tion on the part of the inmates and that 
both inmate. and subaltern were equally 
culpable.

ALL BE SBATED 


Superintendent Slaton Says Room 
Will Be Feund for All. 


SCHOOLS TO OPEN MONDAY 


Examinations of Applicants Will Be 
Held Today—Monday and Tues- 
day Will Be Taken Up in 
Supplying Books to 
the Children. 


Monday the public schools will .open 
and the pleasures of a long summer va- 
cation will be suddenly merged into the 
realities of nine months’ study, with Sat 
urdays the shortest day by an apparent 
seventeen hours of al] the days in ths 
week. All of the reported mergers in 
railroad and stock circles cannot touch 
for interest that which is promised for 
Monday, so far as the youngsters of At- 
lanta are concerned. . 

Perhaps a sad disappointment awaits 
the school children. 

Owing to the selling of text books af 
the different schools, Monday and Tues- 
day will be devoted to this particular 
business and the two days will be prac: 
tically lost so far as steps toward higher 
education are concerned. It !s probable 
that no other step ever taken. by those 
having charge of the public schools has 
been so entirely and unanimously popu- 
lar among scholars as this which prom. 
ises practically two holidays at the very 
opening of the fall term. 

At the time Major Slaton, superintend- 
ent of public schools, closed his office 
yesterdey afternoon 2,925 application: 
had been received. This number is un- 
precedented and will make the process of 
assigning all scholars to their respective 
seats a matter of at least a week. Pa- 
tents are asked to be patient until final 
arrangements for accommoadtion gré 
completed. As for the children, it is ex- 
pected that they will bear up cheerfully. 
no matter how painful any event that 
may postpone facilities for study and 
recitation. 

Will Seat All of Them. 

Major Slaton said yesterday: 

“Can we seat them all? Why, of 
course, we can seat them all. Anything 
to the contrary has never even entered 
the back of my head. Of course, we 
won't be able to do this the first day, but 
in a week or so I think we will be able 
to accomplish it. Parents who have wait- 
ed and are still waiti@gs to send in appli- 
cations increase the time of the delay. 
The number of applications yesterday 
was over 200, and they will run over the 
3,000 mark tomorrow. I think by th2 
time school begins this total will be in- 
creased to 3,200, 3,300 or 3,500. This will 
be some 500 greater than any previous 
number of applications and is only an- 
cther indisputable proof of the growth 
of Atlanta. 

“In the high schools the prospects are 
goad for a large attendance. There were 
204 promotions made from gramma! 
schools to the. Girls’ High school at the 
close of the last year and 1% to the 
Boys’ High school. While all of the® 
will not report, owing to various rea- 
sons, many new applications for admis- 
sion have been received.’’

Building Inspector Will Investigate 
Those Built Under Old Law. 


CAUSED MANY FIRES IN PAST 


All Chimneys Will Be Made To Com- 
ply with the Requirements of 
Recent Building Law. 


A crusade against defective chimney 
flues is to be waged by the city. 

Beginning at once, City Building In- 
spector Pittman and two assistants wi!l 
devote ane whole day of each week to a 
tour of investigation. 

This investigation will 
Christmas, and within the next four 
months every chimney built under .the 
old law will be tested to see that they 
are not defective. 

Whenever defective flues are discov- 
ered the property owners will be notified 
of the fact and required to tear them 
out and put in proper ones. 

Last year there were fully 100 fires 
directly traceable to defective flues, and 
it is the purpose of the building inspector 
to take such steps as will prevent fires 
of this nature in the future. 

Some years ago the city adopted or- 
dinances relative to flues and since these 
laws have been of force there has been 
no danger of fire from this source in 
houses erected under the provisions of 
existing ordinaaces. 

In granting building, permits the city 
building inspector sees to !t that the 
chimneys are properly constructed, and 
as a result there is practically no danger 
from modern chiraneys. 

“We hope,” said, Mr. Pittman vester- 
day, ‘‘to prevent these fires from defect- 
ive flues by taking active steps at once 
to have improperly constructed chimneys 
rebuilt. We shall make out regular 
routes and expect to cover the entire 
city between now and Christmas. Too 
many fires have occurred in the past from 
badly built flues, and we wish to pre- 
vent them in future.’’

Attorney Gen- 
era| Wright's opinion was to the effect 
that the governor would have to make 
an appointment for the interim caused 
by the resignation of Judge Lewis, and 
that an election would be necessay on 
October 1, the regular election day. His 
opinion on this was decisive, and on one 
point only was he in doubt—the manner in 
which the :election returns for justice 
should be announced. He is looking up 
the law on this point and in a few days 
will hand Governor Candler a written 
opinion. It is the general consensus of 
opinion, however, that it will be neces- 
pary for the legislature to meet and can- 
vass the returns, and it is probable that 
Attorney General Wright will render 4n 
opinion accordingly. 

Appointee in Doubt. 

Speculation is rife as to who will be 
appointed by Governor Candler to fill out 
the short unexpired term. On this point 
he is very reticent, and if he has made 
up his mind he refuses to state the fact. 

“T do not know who I will appoint,” 
he said late yesterday afternoon. “'l 
have received several requests to hold the 
matter up until tomorrow and I wil) not 
make an appointment before Friday or 
Saturday. I can only state one thing in 
regard to the matter, and that fs, I will 
not appoint any one who is a candidate 
before the people or who is In any way 
related “o me.

Mayor Mims yesterday announced his 
intention of sending a special message to 
council urging that necessary steps be 
taken looking to the issue of bonds for 
trunk sewers and improvements to the 


water works system. 
‘There is no use of putting down new 
sewers,’ said he, ‘‘unless we have the 


Systems, which are of vitak importance 
to the health and welfare of the city, 
Should be carried along together. The 
question of sewers is a grave one. I shall 
certainly send a communication regard- 
ing the subject to cofincil at an early 
date.”’ 

Councilman Winn, chairman of the 
sewer committee, several weeks ago de- 
clared that bonds should be isued to ex- 
tend the main trunk sewers of the city. 
At that time he was of the opinion $250,000 
would be needed for the work. 

President Hillyer, of the board of water 
commistoners, and Colonel Park Wood- 
ward, superintendent of the water works 
department, have both répeatediy urged 
the necessity for a new filter plant and a 
reserve reservoir. 

The present filter plant is now taxed 
beyond. .its capacity and it is only .by 
working day and night cleaning the filters 
that the water diffused throughout the 
city is kept clear. The city has also out- 
Srown the reservoir and it is now capa- 
ble of holding only a comparatively few 
days’ water supply. If a break should oc- 
cur at the river pumping station at any 
time the city would be without water 
until the necessary repairs could be 
made. 

“The need of a new filter plant will be- 
come more and more apparent each 
year,” said Colonel Woodward, speaking 
of the matter, ‘‘and too much stress can- 
not be laid upon the fact that the city 
Should take steps to relieve the situation 
as 800n as possible. At the present rate 
at which the filters are being worked the 
plant will be worn out in a short time 
and then the city will be up against a 
very hard proposition. To make provi- 
sion for the future will save trouble and 
money.”

New York, September 4.—Partly as a resuit 
of the flurry in call money, which loaned as 
high as 8 per cent, and for other potent rea- 
sons, the stock market today developed a 
distinctly irregular tone.

the national arms and ammunition for 
the association's members. The inten- 
tion also is to urge that all schools and 
colleges having detailed military instruc- 
tors be required to provide for an indoor 
range and to furnish~an outdoor range 
of at least 200 yards. Increased compen- 
sation for properly qualified sharpshoot- 
ers in the army is suggested. With the 
cooperation of the government, the as- 
sociation believes hundreds of thousands 
of young Americans can be taught to 
shoot expertly. 

The association indorsed the Dick mili- 
tia bill and the bill providing for national 
trophies for rifle practice. General Spen- 
cer, of New Jersey; General Harries, of 
the District of Columbia, and Colonel 
Dimmick, of Illinois, were appointed a 


committee to urge the enactment of the’ 


proposed legislation.

West Point To Carry Passengers from 
Its Inauguration. 


ROCK BALLAST ON WEST POINT 


Bowdon Goes to the Louisville and 
Nashville—Paul Wright Is Well 
Again—News of Interest 
About Railv’ays and 
Railway Men. 


The intention of the Southern and its 
connections to inaugurate at an early 
date a fast mail train between New York 
and New Orleans that will make a new 
record among southern railroads, as toid 
in The Constitution's exclusive story yes- 
terday morning, was the chief subiect 
of conversation in the railway offices of 
the city yesterday. 

The many advantages of such a train 
are universally recognized and the en- 
terprise of the Southern in arranging to 
put on such fast mail service of this 
class was commended on every hand. 

Although the train will at first be 
operated exclusively as a mail train be- 
tween New York and Atlanta it will car- 
ry passengers between Atlanta and New 
Orleans from the beginning. The Atlanta 
and West Point will add a coach afid a 
sleeper to the train at Atlanta. This will 
give Atlantans a midnight train to Mont- 
gomery and New Orleans, something that 
they have wanted for a long time. 

Next tp the quickened mail service be- 
tween New York and Atlanta the chief 
gratification that comes from the an- 
nouncement of the new train is on ac- 
count of the midnight train service 
of Atlanta that will result from the inau- 
guration of the fast mail service. 

For a long time there has been a de- 
mand for a night train between Atlanta 
ard Birmingham, as well as between At- 
lanta and Montgomery and New (rileans. 
It has been impossible to get ient 
train to Birmingham, owing to the lack 
of through travel and the fact that little 
local travel would be drawn by the night 
train. The officials of the West Point 
route have had to operate thelr through 
trains so as to connect with the South- 
ern and the Louisville ond Nashville, and 


wt 


‘consequently have been unable to get a 


train for Montgomery out of Atlanta xt 
right. 

After the inauguration of the new trsin 
Atlanta will have a splendid midnight 
service in every direction, the following 
trains leaving between the hours of 11:30 
and 12: The Southern to Washington and 
New York, the Southern to Macon, Brun- 
swick and Jacksonville, the Southern to 
Birmingham, the Atlanta and West Point 
to Montgomery and’ New Orleans, and the 
Georgia to Augusta and Charleston, 

As yet no information has been received 
as to the schedule which the new fiver 
will follow on its northbound trip. Tiow- 
ever, it is considered quite probable that 
it will leave New Orleans at an early 
hour in the morning, reaching Atlanta 
during the early afternoon, so as to reach 
New York shortly after noon of the next 
day. 


Rock Ballast on the West Point. 

The Atlanta and West Point and the 
Western of Alabama will on October 1 
begin the work of rock ballasting their 
entire line between Atlanta and Mont- 
gomery, a distance of 175 miles. The 
roadbed of the West Point Route is now 
considered one of the best in the south, 
as it is heavily .ballasted with gravel, 
but the officials wish to get rid of the 
dust and put down a roadbed that will 


} equal that of any road in the country. 


A contract has been made with a firm 


: in Hogansville to operate a crusher and 


give the road ten cars of stone ballast per 
day. The contract calls for the delivery 
of the first installment of stone on Octo- 
ber 1. The officials of the two roads 
have purchased ballast cars and are pre- 
pared to begin laying the stone as soon 
as they can get it from the crusher. 
It is intended to put the roadbed in such 
a condition that when the ballast is la‘d 
it will be considered a finished proposi- 
tion. Each mile of the’ road will receiv 
100 cars of the crushed stone and the 
work will be done thoroughly. The offi- 
cilals hope to get 35 miles of the road bal- 
lasted the first year. It will be s-vera! 
years before the work is completed. 
This« latest plece of enterprise on the 
part of the West Point Route will be 
greatly appreciated by the patrons of this 
road, which has already become known 
as a model for safe and comfortable trav- 
eling. The West Point Route is Known 
all over the country as one of the best 
operated short roads in America and 
those in charge of it intend that it shall 
continue to merit this reputation.

If this course is. pursued this matter 
will be given its final action so far as 
the Tabernacle Baptist church is concern- 
ed within less than a week of the passage 
of the resolutions calling upon the church 
to “rescind its act to accept ‘alien bap- 
tisms.’ ’’ 

The matter will then remain as it {s 
placed’ by the Tabernacle Baptist cnurch 
until next July, when the Stone Muntain 
Baptist Association will hoid its annual 
meeting. Until this meeting there can be 
no further action by’ the association, 
though, of course, there will be nothing 
to preevnt discussion and a controversy 
of a very lively order is quite likely to 
occur in the meantime. Unless one side 
or the other recedes from a clearly ex- 
pressed position the final result will be 
the withdrawal of fellowship from the 
Tabernacle Baptist church by the Stone 
Mountain association.

MACHINISTS CAME OUT WELL. 


Terms of Settlement of Strike Were 
Most Favorable to Them—Sec- 
retary Robinson Here. 

William Robinson, of Atlanta, 
tary of the Southern railway 
lodge No. 4 and Atlanta lodge No. 1, of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, has returned to Atlanta and 
makes the first announcement of the 
terms upon which the operating offictals 
of the Southern and the machinists who 
engaged in the strike last year came to 
an agreement. 

The machinists won most of the points 
originally asked for, and they thor- 
oughly satisfied. The union was recog- 
nized, as President James ©'Connell rep- 
resente, the machinists in all negotia- 
tions, the regulations concerning appren- 
tices asked for by the machinists were 
granted, and the grievance committee 
regulation was recognized. A compro- 
mise was reached concerning wages. 
The men will get cents per hour’ in 
the future instead of 26 1-2 and 97 1-2 
as in the past. Their demand wag for 41 
cents per hour. 

The working day will remain ten hours 
instead of being changed to nine, as the 

machinists asked. The officials would 
agree to no reduction in the working day 
on account of the great amount of work 
now required of the shops. 

For overtime the machirists will 
time and a half. This will apply 
work done on Sundavs and legal holl- 
davs. When machinists are sent out 
on the road they-will receive time and a 
half from the time they leave the shops 
until their return. 

Hereafter thers wtll be one apprentice 
for the shop and one for each five ma.- 
chinists. This was one of the original 
contentions of the machinists, and they 
claim that it ts best for all parties, since 
it is impossible for apprentices to learn 
anything about the craft where the per- 
centage of apprentices to machinists ts 
greater. 

The resulation as to grievances ig that 
when a machinist has a grievance he 
shall first try to adjust it with the shop 
foreman or master mechanic. Falling in 
this, he shall turn the matter over to 
the shop grievance committee, who shall 
treat in turn with the master mechanic, 
the mechanical superintendent and the 
general manager until] an agreeemnt Is 
reached,
